Toklo, Feb. 0,—Noon.—OfBdtl an- 
noonceiucnt is made that everything la 
quiet in tbe vicinity of Changtung, with 
tbe exception that the Russians ars 
strenuously eutrccclung. The Russian 
force which attacked Chitaitsn om Febru¬ 
ary 4th retired n^hward <m February 
Cth. On the afternoon of February 4th 
and the morning of February 6th. the 
Russian artillery west of Tanaban shell¬ 
ed Machnrtxu mountain and vtcinity. 
Rmall bodies of Russian rafantry attack¬ 
ed, but they were repulsed. 

Before abandoning Songchin, in north¬ 
eastern Korea, on January 24th, the 
Russians burned all their stores. It is 
thought that the Russians intend to 
abandon all operations in northeastern 
Korea.

5.—(Delay¬ 
ed In transmission.)—Chinese arrivals 
hsre report that the only Japanese forces 
at Liao Yang are composed of 2.000 gen¬ 
darmes and police, though 6.000 troops 
are qnarteml in nenrby villages. The 
higher otneers live at ^e railroad sta¬ 
tion. where a large commissariat and 
ammoBition department haa been estab- 
liahed. Huge quantitlea of rice, fish, 
sugar, etc., are stored there. 

The railroad from Port Arthur to Liao 
Yang is iniact. Ten traina of 40 wagons 
each are running both ways dally. 

The second railroad which the Japan¬ 
ese are constructing from the Yalu 
river to Liao Yang, is not completed, but 
the Japanese in Lhe meanwhile have a 
1 arrow gauge road for hone traction.
